The largest girdess are eixty-thre> 
feet long, eight fee. deep, and weigh 
forty tons each. They are nt an ele 
.vatior of 250 feet above Fifteenth 
street. The eight girders, having a 
total weight of 300 tons were conveyed 
to the foot of Bast Fiftee.th street on 
one lighter. They were carried sing- 
ly from there to the job on trucks of 
special constructior each drawn by 
thirty-four horses. The truck wheels 
were of steel and had eighteen-inch 
treads. The girder were unloaded 
from the trucks und placed upon the 
street by means ofa large stec: stiff- 
leg derrick with a seventy-foot boom, 
installed on ‘the nineteen‘. floor of 
the new building. The girders were 
lifted one at a time, by this same 
derrick and placed in their »espective 
positions. The actual hoisting and 
placing of the girders required twelve 
Lours, distributed cver Aug. 1 to 3; 
the last girder, weighing forty tons, 
being lifted and placed in twelve min- 
utes.

When the epicr 
is permitted fo make a choice he 
should shun the large old males, 
which at times weigh thirty or forty 
povunds. The preparation consists in 
removing the visceia, washing out the 
interior and filling the cavity with 
slices of f: * pork,-peeled raw potatoes, 
sprigs of spearmint and wild celery 
from the rook. 

Then, without removing th2 quills or 
skiniing, the body is plastered thickly 
with wet clay from “the nearest bank. 
The muddy, bulky mass is thrust into 
live cozls and covered wits blazing 
fagots to be roasted for two hours, .. 

On removal from the coals, the clay 
is found to have been “baked into a 
hard solid” mass, which must be 
broken open with an ax or a heavy 
stone, whereupon the skin and quills 
of the animal cling to the clay wrap- 
ping and fall away, leaving the clean 
white meat ready to be eaten.

FIGHTING BUS FIRES 


It Is Becoming 2n Important Part of 
Canada’s Work 

When the first immigra.ts landed 
on the shores of Canada the wild for- 
est seemed to them infinite. They | 
made small clearings for themselves. 
These clearings grew as civilization 
advanced, until the ance thickly 
wooded country was transformed in- 
to citles, towns and fertile farm 
lands. 

The clearing of the land brought 
out all the gxit that was in our fore- 
fathers, though these pioneer agricul- 
turists,, no doubt, looked with chag- 
rin upon the htige task which con- 
fronted them. It is not surprising 
that the, one object was to rid “oven 


selves of the troublesome forest, even 
by unnecessary mutilation, and great 
tracts of country were swept by fire) 
in consequence, yet they never dream- 
ed that there might come a day when 
the pinerles of Canada would vanish 
as the buffalo has done in the west. 
Nor did the aborigines themselves 
ever expect their great hunting 
grounds to be finite. This is proven 
by the fact that the white man was 
allowed to settle cn land which, un-| 
known to him, wus divided into dis- 
tinct sections, each owned by an In- 
dian family. The redman was, no 
doubt, perplexed by the audacity of 
the trespassers, and in many cases 
allowed him to remzin on his land | 
unmolested. 

As the time passed the lumber 
companies commenced work in this) 
wonderful new country, and then the 
farmer found the pine on his farm to} 
be his best crop. In the winter he 
would fell. the mighty trees, and in} 
the spring the smaller 
could be burned over and cleared 
with ease. ‘The destruction of the 
forest ceased and the number of fires 
greatly diminished. 

The forest was the first ‘hing giv- 
en to the pioneer, and about the last 
to be properly protected. During the 
past century the pine has been prac- 
tically destroyed in the region be- 
tween Toronto and North Bay. To- 
day the Canadian Government is 
strongly impressed by the need of 
forest preservation, and is endeavor- 
ing to check any dissipation of the 
remaining timber. Further north, to- 
ward the Hudson Bay region, the pine 
becomes poorer than that which grow 
in Northern Ontario. 

It is here, therefcre that large sec- 
tions haye become forest reserves. 
Meaus must be taken to guard these 
reserves against fire. For this pur- 
pose the Government sends fire-rang- 
ers to. patrol the mysteri us depths 
of the forest during the months of the 
year when the snow is gone and fires 
may occur. A chief fire-ranger has 
charge of each reserve, which may 
cover a very large area and may be 
divided into several sections, each 
having a sub-chief, located at head- 
quarters, to which place the fire 
rangers, scattered on. their various

The most frequent cause of fire is 
man. Civilization brings with it for- 
est fires, although there have been

The dre-rangers 
patrol. the tracks and quench ‘the 
small beginniags of what would other- 
wise prove large fires. 

The prospectors, who migit be call- 
ed the pioneers of northerr. Ontario, 
have started many a fir ir order to 
help in their quest for min cals. This 
body of men claim that the Govern- 
ment is too hard Upon it, and makes 
that an excuse for such outrage.

The antis love 
h * because she hever makes speeches 
calling them remnants of the cave- 
man period, and besides she makes 
children her chief concern.
